Down near the shore was the Kus 
sian priest’s house, and the Greek

Then there were the large warehouses 
belonging to the Alaska Commercial 
Company, and you would like to go 
through these. Here you wou 

find bear skins from the white polar 
bear of the far North, the brown bear 


a big fellow, whom ‘t would not be 
pleasant to meet in the woods. Then, 
here were the beautiful other skins, 
taken by the native hunters of Ouna.- 
laska in the waters about the smaller 
islands of the chaio; and blue fox 
skins in great numbers. There were 
walrus tusks also, and sumbericses 
seal skins, and the «antlers of the 
moose—great, wide, branching horns, 
that made me think of the branches 


of the firtree The blue fox is found 


in great numbers upon the islands of 
St. Paul and st George, two bundred 
aod fifty miles to the north of Ouns- 
laska, aod their furis very valuable. 
A native boy, while | was at those 
islands, brought my little daughter a 
young fox, and he was the prettiest 
pet imaginable. We kept him in. 
doors, and he secon became quite tame. 
When we sailed we took the little blue 
fox with us to the ship. Bathe was 
so troublesome we could not keep him 
on deck, so ne was sent below, and 
placed in care of the sailors, who 
promised to take good care of him. 
But after three days nothing more was 


seen of him, and we never could learn 


what became of him. I thiok, very 
likely, however, that the sailors found 
him too troublesome, and quietly dis- 
posed of him. 


These northern islands have some 
beautiful birds, who come for a few 
weeks’ stay in the short summer. Io 
these warehouses at Ounslaska were 
some uf these finely mounted, already 
to be taken down to San Francisco, 
where the company has a fioe museum 
of Alaskan curiositics. I think the 
rettiest among these is the horaed 
puffin aod the sea parrot. The puffia’s 
“horns” are of feathers—two bright 
yellow feathefs, which are turned 
backward like the borns of a goat, 
beautifully arched, and looking for all 
the world like two goiden horns. The 
puffia and sea parrot sit upon the 
rocky crags of the islands, while the 
sea roars below them. Tuoey lay their 
eggs there and hatch out their young 
and then fly away, no one koows 
whither, before thé terrible cold 
of the winter comes. They are song- 
less birds. I never heard them ajng. 
Somehow those Northern birds do not 
see.h as happy as those of our sunny 
Southland. None of them sing ex- 
cept the gray meadow-lark, who 
builds ite nest in the loog grasses, and 
goes singing eVery morning, in sunoy 
aud in cloudy weather, to the skies. 
It goes a long way up, and the 
way*you can hear its happy song 
in the fog and in the sunshine. It isa 
plain little brown bird, but 1 liked it 
better than all the beautiful but song- 
less birds of that island world. 
There was a4 plain - coated little 
bird called the choockskie. 
that used to twitter and 
chirp a good deal in 4 pleasant way, 
that was next doorto song. But I 
should have liked him better if he had 
been as musical as the lark, who 
seemed determined to be giad in spite 
of wind and weather. The chooch- 
skies nests were among the rocks on 
the lowlands near the sea, near tall 
weeds or swaying grasses. Sometimes 
the natives would kill these birds and 
they were c oked for our dinner, but 
I should rather they had been left to 
chirp and twitter: among the rocks and 
grasses. 

I must tell you of a walk I took 
once on the island of St. Paul, in com- 
pany with the only American woman 
upon the island beside myself. The 
winter's snow was melting, and the 
day was brighter than usual, so we 
went out some distance from the na- 
tive village, following te narrow foot- 
path that ran along the shores of an 
inlet to the hills beyood. We had al- 
most reached the head of the inlet, 
and were about a mile and a half from 
the village. The lady wae walking 
in advance of me. The path was not 
wide enough for two to walk side by 
side. All at Once she called out as she 
stopped : 
“Oh, see that great animal there be- 
yond us. I think it’s a bear.” 
“I said, “I guess not,” for I remem- 
bered that I had been told that there 
were no wild animals upon the islands, 
save the blue foxes, except as once in 
& great while a polar bear had drifted 
down upon the ice. But the ice was 
mostly gove. So I thought no bear 
could have got there in that way. I 
looked again. I saw something big 
and black, and I could not make out 
what it was. Then te lady called 
out: “It's a bear, I'm sure. / saw if 
move. It's coming towards us,” and 
she started to run back to the village. 
I went with her a little way, then we 
stopped and looked back. 

“That's not a bear,” I said, “and I 
don’t think it has moved at all- Let 
us go back and see whatitis.” She 
consented, and | walked on in ad- 
vance, keeping my eye on the object 
till I came nearer.

Boil until the 
grains are tender and then add two 
ounces of butter that have been well 
mixed with one tablespoonful of flour.

Just before serving add one egg well 
beaten and salt and pepper to taste.

Put a quart of milk 
into your pan, let it come to a boil; 
mix smoothly three tablespoonfuls 
of cornstarch and a little cold milk;

Line a vegetable dish with well-sea- 
soned mashed potatoes, leave a space in 
the center, wet it over with the white 
of an egg, or with milk, sweetened 
with a very little sugar, put it into the 
oven to brown delicately; take about 
two dozen oysters, a little milk, with 
butter, pepper and salt, and let it come| 
to a boil on top of the stove.

Through 
the latter's influence he ‘was led to at- 
tach himself to the cause of {he ill- 
fated Maximillian and followed that 
anfortunate prince to Mexico, where he 
remained natil the end of Maximillian’s 
career. It was during his stay in Mex- 
ieo that be acquired the sobriquet of 
‘Dake of Sonora" and “Duke Gwin.’’ 
By some it is believed that the bone 
fide title of Duke was conferred on him 
vy bis royal friend. 
Senator Gwin, although retired from 
the arena for many years, bas re 
mained a prominent figure in Demo- 
cratic politics in the State, representing 
the old regime. He retained to the last 
a great deal of inflaence. His appear- 
ance inany Democrat c convention was 
sufficient to call forth a round of ap- 
plause and to insure him a seat on the 
vlatform. He was a man of stately 


presence and the most refined 
tastes—a typical Southern gentle- 
maa of the old school. Senator 


Gwin was the leader of the anti- 
Broderick faction in early politics, 
beading the Southern, or Breckenri ge, 
wing. of the Democracy as Broderick 
headed the Northern, or Douglas, wing. 
Gwin and Broderick were opposition 
candidates for the United States Senate. 
During the heated campaign Terry 
killed Broderick in a duel, and Gwin 
went to the Senate.

[a Spain people have been dying trom 
the scourge like rotten sheep. 
In Montreal, Canada, the smali-pox 
has obtained a foothold, and there is 
danger that it may spread throngh the 
Dominion and into the United States. 
From Virginia comes a report of a 
strange disease which is apparently 
epidemic, and kills people in a few 
hours. 
And the unusual ron of epidemic 
diseases is not the only fulfillment of 
prophecy. There are natural phenom- 
ena as well, Witness the unprece- 
dented floods in China, the Cashmere 
earthquakes, the cyclones following 
in quick successivn in the Western 
States and along the Atlantic sea- 
board, August frost and suow 
in Northwest Territory, and August 
frosts in the State of New York. There 
are doubtless many other freaks of 
nature wanifested this year which are 
not here recounted. We are disposed

New the White Miners of Rock 
Springs (Cleered the PFicia. 
Cuarvennt,Sept. 2 —The Leader has the 
following special from Rock Springs, 
Wyo.: The largest coal mines on the en- 
tire Union Pacific system are at Rock 
Springs, 250 miles west of Cheyenne. The 
company recently imported « large num- 
ber of Chinese to take the places of white 
men. This afternoon the entire foree of 
white miners, about 150 strong, organized 
ad armed with shotguns, marched to 


Chinatowa. After firing a volley 
into the air they reloaded and 
ordered the Chinamen to leave. 


The order was obeyed at onee, the China- 
men fireing to the hilla like a drove of 
sheep, closely pursued by the miners, who 
fired several volleys at the fugitives with 
fatal effect. The Chinese quarters were 
then seton fire and thirty nine bonuses, 
owned by the company, destroyed with 
their contents. The miners bext visited 
the various mines in the camp and up 
earthed all of the Chinamen at work, and 
bid them flee dor their lives.

THE WORST NOT TOLD. 
CHEYENNE, Sept 3—The worst has 
evidentiy uot been told regerding the 
anti-Chinese riots in the west part of 
Wroming.

It had been arranged that the first attack 
upon the Chinese was to be made in Oar- 
bon, & mining town about 150 miles east 
of Rock Springs, to be followed by like 
movements in the latter place and Evan- 
ston. The Rock Springs miners, how- 
ever, took the initiative, and the result 
there has been aunounced The mob at 
that place looted the honecs of the 
Chivese before setting Gre to them. The 
outrage commenced in mine No. 6, where 
three Chivese miners were attacked and 
kilied: Thea the riof commenced all 
over town, even Somen joining, with 
loaled shotguns in their bands, Saper- 
intendent Evaos of the coal mines 
was warped to leave town, and he did so 
with alacrnty, passing through here to-day 
en route for Omaha. Nothing can be 
beard from Carbon. The operator there 
is evidently afraid to send the news. 
From Evaneton the Sheriff of Uinta 
county telegraphed this evening to Gov- 
ernoor Warren « follows: A large nom- 
ber of citizens, with myself, are satisfied 
that the outrages committed at Rock 
Springs will be repeated bere, and are 
liable to break outat anytime.

THE CHOLERA. 


Where the Disease finds a Fertile 
Seri. 


Wasuixotox, Sept. 3.—The Secretary 
of State hes received « detailed report 
from Consul Mason in regard to the 
Cholera at Marseilies. He comments on 
the false policy of the authorities in en- 
deavoring to suppress the trath as to the 
existence of the disease and speaks of the 
sensation caused by the rude awakening 
on the lith ult., when the community 
wat shocked by the announcement that 
the epidemic prevailed in their midst. 
He says further that theo the city real- 
ized that it was io the first stage of an 
epidemic of real Aviatic cholera which 
had pot been imported from Spain or 
elsewhere. Most of the elementary prin- 
ciples of sanitary clean jness are aukoown. 
In Marseilles the gutters of the streets 
flow with the veriest filth and the capals 
and sewers are infected. On the eastern 
side of the vid port is one building which 
conteibs many inhabitaute whose exercre- 
ments are thrown io recesses of the stair- 
ways. Behind this building is school 
for young gitls poisoned by exhalations 
from the vaults of peighboring closets 
and aired ouly by windows opening upon 
a dark, closed court, which is a veritable 
sink. 

From the lst to the 19th of August 
there were 721 deaths, or an average of 
83 per day. The disease thas aleo ap- 
ppeared seriously in the suburbs of the 
city. Ithas been relatively more fatal 
than last year to sailors of vessels iu port, 
and bas been particularly serious with 
seamen from Eugland and Scandinavia. 
The disease mauiferts ite characteristic 
preference for the dissipated. the insauve 
and the unclean. The present situation 
aud the record of past secondary epi- 
demics indicate that the scourge has per- 
reached its maximum fatality, aud 
will gradually subside to. a finish in Octo- 
ber or November.

SILVER CIRCULATION IMPROVING. 

Treasurer Jordan said today that the 

policy adopted by the Treasury Depart 
meut to secure a better circulation of 
silver coin is meeting with gratifying eue- 
cess. Daring the month of August just 
ended there was paid ont from the differ 
ent eub-treasuries $1.667.444 in standard 
dollars and $1,495,902 in tractional silver 
coin, which amounts were largely in ex- 
cess of the issue of silver during the cor- 
responding month last year. Jordan says 
the withdrawal of one and two doliar 
notes from circulation was made neces- 
sary’ by the rapid accumulation of 
silver in the sub-treasuries. It was 
expected in this way to create a demand 
for silver coin. That the plan was 
saccessful is shown by the large output of 
silver during the past month. So far no 
formal complaints or protests against the 
withdrawal of the one and two dollar 
notes have been made.

Mr. Patterson thought, 
‘row the lightness of Geronimo’s skin, 
sod the facility with which be spoke 
Spanish, that bis mother must have 
been a Mexican woman. 

A reporter had a very intere-t- 
ing talk last night, on this subject, with 
Horsce H. Appel, of the commission 
firm of Rees & Appel, 104 East Firat 
street.

‘death of bis wife, from Arizona, where 
ae was bern and raised.

‘These Mimbres Indians of whom 
Mr. Patterson speaks, lived at the cop- 
mines, pear the Miwbres river, 
New Mexico, under Chi f Victorio and 
Sub-Chiets Manuelito, Mangas, Col. 
radas and Joré, sone of Vicworio. Vic 
\orlo was the oldest of the Apache 
cbiefs. Don Manuel Sigaeiros aud bix 
ons (after two of whom Manuelito and 
José, sous of V.ctorio, were named) 
worked these mines at the ‘ime these 
ludians resided there, and were inti 
uately aceqasinted with all the India. 
ebiels Siguetros was the father in law 
ot ex-Governor Dr. Samaviego, of the 
“Mate of Chibuahua, ani of Secretary of 
‘ate Dr. Guerrero. His sons now re 
vide iu Chibaahua, and are engaged io 
cattle raising. They state that these In - 
diaue raided into Senora, Anzoua and 
Uhiboabua, bat left them ubmolested. 
(he same Iodians are koown to almost 
very old Ladiau fighter oo the frontier 
Mexico. Victorio acquired great 
deal of the M-xican manners, habits 
aod spirit of trading. This led him to 
capture women and childrea, in order 
exact beavy ransoms.

“In one of his raids into Sonora,in the 
‘ear 1556. a map oamed Jesus Carranza 
end his family were massacre! at 
Cumecacori, in Sonora; aud Geronim 
Carranza, then a boy about § years old, 
Captared, together with five other 
boys who were herding sheep at the time 
of the attack Of these six Mexican 
buys, four were sold at Fronteras a tew 
years afterwards, for horses and cattle ; 
vat Gerovimo and avotber were kept 
prisopers by the Indians. As their 
relatives were almost all dead nobody 
cared to ransom them, and they were 
left with the Indians. Gerovimo, by 
bie marked intelligence and bar 
iuetinets soon captured the coufide nee 
the chiefs, aud became usefal to 
them as a spy. 
“He sud bis companion were often 
sent to ranchos and amail villages to 
parebase ammanition, and to report the 
state and numb-r «f people at 
places, a daty which they taithfally per- 
‘ormed. Then, if their report waafa- 
vorable, the place was attacked. 
*“Gerouimo bas risen and gained no 
temety by his talents and these 
iutrigues; and bec«me an active sab 
chief. He has never been permanently 
edunected with any one tribe, bur 
at times with several, aod has 
pamber of wives and chiidres 
lu 1879, I was at San José de los Patos 
« reaicho 125 miles soatheast of 
Paso, owned by Dr. Samaniego, and 
only about twenty-one miles from the 
Candelaria mountains, where the 60 Cor- 
rizal heroes, sent out t fight the Indi. 
aos, were massacred by Juh and hi« 
band in December, 1879. 

“Geronimo'’s partoer, then man 
spout tairty years old, was sent imme - 
diately after the battie of the Cande 
‘aria mountains to spy into the 
Mexican movements. He passed in a 
most suspicious manner through the 
San José rancho, and was se-n by some 
oft Samaniego's berdersa, who sent intor- 
@mation to Don Romana Aranda,« man 
who has been coonected with almost 
every I: dian fight in that State. He 
oow resides at bis rancho, Canta Recio, 
about forty five miles trom Sau José 
He kept a look out for this murderes. 
captured bim-at bis rancho, and deliv- 
ered him ‘o the Mexican authorities, 
who sent bim for life to hard work iv 
the salt mines of M«xico. 

‘Whee this fellow was capture! and 
sent off, I rode with bim and the 
zuard, and bad a long talk with him. 
H- spoke Spanish fla ntly, admitted 
that he wes a Mexicano, Geronimo's 
partoer, aud told me the sam+ story as 
that givea ab ve, of bow he and 
Geronimo were captured at Toma- 
cacori by Victorio’s band in 1856, aud 
bow they had remained with and as- 
sisted the Apaches ever since. The 
same information bas also been given 
me by several well-informed M-«xicans 
who know Geronimo personally. The 
same facta were confessed to my 
broth: r by Geronimo himeelf at the 
White Mountain Resefvation, some 
years ago when he was in chains, a 
prisoner. He expressed bis willingoess 
to return to Sonora if the Mexicans 
would prosecute him; bat 
sand he was well 
known by the old “Mexican Indian 
fighters, that be was afraid they would 
recognize and kill bim Mexicans in 
tracking Indians bave on several ocea- 
sions distinguisbed his foot prints going 
ont of the towns and on the trails. His 
track was recognized as that of a Mexi 
can from’ the fact that real Apaches 
when walking turn their toes in, where- 
asthe Mexicans do not. He is, vou 
may be sure, a Mexican, bora of Mexi 
can parents. His very is a mark 
of that, But he has fully adopted the 
Apache customs and barbarities and is 
the most dreaded of them all. His very 
nawe inspires a« superstitious fear 
among the uatives."’

The following conditions are favora- 
ble to fig culture: ~ 

1. Abundance of moisture in the 
soil before the figs begin to ripe. 

2. Good and perfect drainage at any 
time 


3. The gradual drythg of the soil 
when the fruit is ripening. 

4. Sufficient heat to insure sweet- 
in the fig. 

Absence of any frost lower than 
18° ‘Fabre nheit, though figs can stand 
temperature as low as 12° Fahbrea- 
heit, if they are tolerably dormant. 

- 6. Absence of heavy rains during 
the maturing of the fruit. 

Again, the following conditions are 

ediy injurious to fig trees if the 
object is to produce good fruit: 

1. A wet soil, with stagoant water 

during the fruiting season. 

2. Ceaspools, sewers and ditches in 
80 close proximity to the trees that 
they can send roots to them. 

8. Heavy rains on the fruit, when it 
is ripening. Some of the finest varie- 
ties are then apt to crack and sour. 

Lf, with these conditions favorable, 
proper site for the orchard is selected, 
BO great difficulty will be encouatered 
im setting out and- caring for the trees 
In planting the trees, however. great 
care should be exercised 10 shading 
the roots from the sunand wind. Figs 
are more apt to get hurt from exposure 
to sun and wind than almost any fruit 
tree, and if the roots once have become 
perfectly dried, it is generally hard to 
get the tree started. The proper dis- 
tance to set the trees is hard to decide 
upon. Heavy growing kinds should 
be planted on, to 50 feet apart. If the 
former, every other tree may be cut 
out when the trees grow too large. In 
the meantume a profitable crop has 
been for years secured from each. Set 
25 feet each way, we believe 10 years

As to the fioancial outlook and 
profits of fig culture we will say but 
little. We know the public generally

the profits derived from other {ruit in- 
Gustries, and it is better each one 
should judge for himself. We may 
here oly state that figs of the best 
varieties properly dried will bnog 
from Sto 15 cents a pound in whole- 
sale, accurding to quality. Imported 
figs bring as much as 35 to 40 cents in 
retail, and very inferior are as low as 
124 cents per pound. We may there- 
fore judge that sueh a market may 
weil be worth the trouble to compete 
for. Add to this the enormcus bear- 
ing quality of the fig tree, ita health- 
fulness and its comparative immunity 
from insect pests, its easy culture aod 
longevity, and we may well wonder 
why we have no more fig orchards and 
no properly developed fiy trade of the 
home-—cured article. Unlike t other 
fruit, figs can only be grow aad 
limited parts of the world, and com- 
petition will be so much less, For a 
market we will have all the Middle 
and Northern States, and possibly all 
the surrounding tropical countries. As 
to the extent of the fig industry in the 
Old World, we may judge by the re- 
port that from Smyrna alone in one 
season, 2000 tons of dried figs were 
shipped, much of this coming to this 
country. We may well ask ourselves 
why we could not get a part of this 
trade for our own country, provided 
we can accomplish as much in this 
line as we have done in the raisin in- 
dustry, in citrus fruits, and as we ere 
in a good way to do in olives.

The sweet but deceptive expectation 


that when an orchard or vineyard once 


is planted, the owner can sit_in his 
~ easy chair and wait for the fruit to 
ripen without any further trouble, can 
alone be referred to the fig. We kaow 
of no other fruit tree that needs so lit 
tle care, or, in fact, demands vo be left 
sione, as the fig. Even the constant 
plowing of the soil, so much needed in 
other fruit plantations, is here a dis- 
sdvantage. Figs should be let alone. 
Seep the weeds away and nothing 
more. One plowing is enough; two 
would injure the trees. The fig has 
any quantity of surface roots; if these 
are disturbed the tree will suffer. Figs 
which are never plowed produce as 
fine fruit as those cultivated with care. 
While other trees cry for constant care, 
trees beg to be let alone; they are 

e to care for themselves. 
Devouring grasshoppers leave the 
fig trees alone as tong as there 1s any- 
thing else to eat. It is confidently be- 
lieved that whale-oil soap and kero- 
sene spray will forever be unknown to 
our fig orchards. 
The curimg of figs by drying is 
business that requires great care if 


first <class fruit isexpected. Even the 


finest varieties will produce poor dried 
figs if improperly managed or neg- 
lected, just as the finest grapes may 
give poo or middling wine in the 
hands of an ignorant cellar-master. 
No one needs to expect that » Fee 
ing up dried figs from the ground and 


then putting them haphazard in =! 
y perhaps even with layers of sugar be 


tween them, any kind of decent fig wil! 
be uced. None of this kind at 
best will be marketable outside of the 
nearest village or county store. It is 
remarkable how great is the ignorance 


and it really is only equaled by the 
wonderful self-satisfaction or illusion 
that the fruit raised, dried or canned 
by one’s self is the very best, and can- 
not be beat. 

In drying raisins in this country we 
have learned much, and we believe 
that most conditions favorable to 
raisin-drying are also favorable to the 
curing of figs,and that many appli- 
auces used in the former business w:l! 
be found suitable to the latter indus- 
try. What will exactly prove to be 
the best, can hardly yet be foretold, 
but we recommend trays either made 
of lumber like the raisin trays, say one 
and a half by two feet, or of coarse 
wire with large. meshes, each to hold 
ro If the lumber or raisin trays 

should be used, the figs should 

laced on the same with the mouth 
the same direction. The tray is 
then to be tilted with that end higher, 
so that the contents of the figs wii! not 
leak out. The figs should then be 
turned every day, so as to dry equally 
on both sides. When by squeezing 
the fig the contents does nut any more 
leak out through the mouth, the figs 
may be considered sufficiently dry. Io 
our climate five or six days is enough 
to accomplish this, but along the coa-t 
& longer time may be necessary. The 
danger always is to over-dry the figs. 
If this is done, the thinnest skinned 
figs will become leathery, the flavor 
will disappear or become cooked, and 
the figs will be spoiled. 
CURING. 
The sweating boxes and sweating 
used for raisins will be emin- 
ently adapted to fig curing. The prac- 
tice of immersing the figs for a few 
seconds in boiling salt water or brine 
may prove valuable with some varie- 
ties. Tuis to be done just before pack- 
ing for the purpose of softening the 
figs and to kill all insects or insect 
. In climates where rain and an 
» ol of dew are likely to occur 
during the curing season, it will most 
likely be found to be necessary to use 
artificial driers or evaporators, and we 
are confident the latter will be so per- 
fected that the machine-dried fruit 
will equal the sun-dried, or possibly 
even superior to the same. We 
know it has been the habit of some to 
put cane sugar between the layers of 
the figs, but this not only takes the 
fig flavor away but substitutes one of 
cane sugar that may please children, 
but which entirely spoils the fruit for 
commercial purposes. We have also 
seen figs which, before drying, have

“It is the best tonic, meuical or other- 
wise,” said my friend, “that can be 
taken into the human system. It is 
nourishing, of agreeable flavor, and 
what is more, a perfectly pure native 
wine’ Everybody knows what recu- 
perative power there is in a luscious, 
ripe, sweet, Florida orange, and as no 
part of the fruit is used in the manu- 
facture of the wine but the pulp of 
the perfectly ripe oranges, and none of 
the wine bottled from the casks until 
it is at least three years old, it is exsy 
to see that wine made from Florida 
Oranges will at no distant day outrival 
any of the imported still wines. In 
taste it is mavelously palatable, and | 
am told that it is the cleanest wine in 
the market to-day, there being but 8.64 
per cent. of absolute alcohol, and 
slightly over 5 per cent. of sugar. As 
the wines of Europe have been slowly 
deteriorating in quality of late years, 
owing to the failure of the grape crop 
throughout France, Spain and Ger- 
many, caused by the ravages of the 
phylloxera, and as the quantity sent to 
thie country has steadily increased, it 
is obvious that most of the imported 
wines that we consume are manufac- 
tured from other materials than the 
juice of the grape. A friend once told 
me that the wealthy Frenchmen bathed 
in the common brands of claret betore 
it was bottled for export use, but of 
course that was fiction.

Some loss from mould is shown to oc- 

cur, and there has been manifested no 
disposition to deny the loss of feed- 
ing values in the whole silo contents 
as claimed from laboratory experi- 

ments, but it is believed there are ad- 

vantages which more than compensate 
for such losses as these, and make the 
sytem desirable. 

The testimony adduced before the 
commission was very full and conclu- 
sive in showing the advantage of ensil- 
age for dairy cattle, and on this point 
there seems to be no room left for 
question. 

But if the ensilage system comes to 
be recognized as a permanent and nec- 
essary feature of agriculture on both 
sides of the Atlantic, the American 
farmer, aside frém the considerations 
which have been thought to constitute 
its chief advantage abroad, can pursue 
the system with more profit and ad. 
vantage than can possibly be secured 
in Great Britain, because bere Indian 
corn 18 available, supplying 
aod more abundant crop of silage ma 
terial than can be grown in any other 
clime. In some countries siloing has 
been adopted because of the excessive 
dryness; in Eogland it is resorted to 
on account of the excessive wet, and 
in America, if adopted at all, it will be

TME DAIRY. 


New Discovery tn Batter. 
A writer in an exchange says that a 
Chicago man thinks he has made a 
discovery in butter-making that is of 
great importance. Experiments led to 
the belief that the solid constituents 
of milk can be rendered into butter 
instead of a large proportion going to 
waste of skim and buttermilk. In 
every 100 pounds of milk—as it comes 
from the cow and from the dealer— 
there are about eighty pounds of water. 
Four pounds of butter out of this nas 
been considered a fair yield, but the 
author of this new process, says the 
Chicago Tribune, claims to be able to 
extract three or four times as much. 
Vhe principle of the discovery rests on 
an analytical knowledge of all the con- 
stituent elements in milk and their 
chemical properties. The mivute the 
milk is taken from the cow and set 
aside it begins to decay — its chemical 
properties begin to show themselves. 
By taking milk of two ages and mix- 
ing it, it is said that the resulting 
combination brings all the solids to- 
gether and forms a battery m.as, the 
waste being water. With steam power 
this requires from twenty-two to 
twenty-five mioutes, which is not so 
long as by the ordinary process. It 
has been supposed that the usual pro- 
cess of churning extracted about all 
the butter possible from a given 
amount of milk or cream, but possi- 
bly butter-makers have something to 
learn. If the new process shal! have 
really succeeded in increasing the but- 
ter supply 300 or 400 per cent. the 
days of oleomargarine or butterine are 
oumbered, without the intervention of 
statutes. The entire affair, however, 
bad better be taken with plenty of 
allowance for the fertile imagination 
of the writer quoted.

POULTRY. 


Hens will lay just as well, if not 
better, without the association of 4 
cock; it is well to arrange a em»ll 
yard, separated from the rest, and io 
it place the breeding stock; if all 
hens are of the common sort head them 
with a thoroughbred cock. By follow- 
ing this arrangement the class of your 
fowls is always growing better, and if 
the Brahma cock is used, and the 
fowls and chickens are soid by weight, 
a very large part of the profit will be 
derived therefrom. 

The smallest sitting hens are geuer- 

ally found to be the most successful 
with therr broods. A fancier was 
troubled for some time with his fowls 
eating the eggs. After trying several 
remedies without avail, he hit upon 
the idea of a sloping nest, so that when 
8 hen lays an egg it rolls down the in- 
cline into a box below. This plan is 
said to work admirably. 
In the care of chicks for. the first 
twenty-four hours, do not give them 
any food whatever, and do not give 
them raw food until three or four 
weeks old. Give eooked ingredients; 
stale bread soaked, hard-boiled eggs, 
thoroughly boiled potatoer or fine 
corn meal. This food should be given 
them eight or nine times a day this 
term, and if milk can be given them to 
drink, so much the better. When thcy 
are past four weeks old give them 
cooked meats and vegetebles, with 
some wheat screenings. The mother 
should be dusted with sulphur or in- 
sect powder once or twice a week, so 
ste can not transport lice to the young 
chicks.
